The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a chromatic dispersion 
compensator and method thereof comprising a polarization changer; a beam delay element; and a 
beam director, wherein the polarization changer receives an optical beam having a unit of group 
delay induced thereon by the beam delay element and induces a change in polarization of the 
optical beam prior to transmitting the optical beam to the beam director, the change in 
polarization inducing a path change on the optical beam by the beam director whereupon the 
optical beam is redirected to the beam delay element whereat a further unit of group delay is 
induced on the optical beam, wherein the beam director is a single polarizing beam splitter that is 
operatively coupled with a plurality of ninety degrees mirrors to facilitate inducement of at least 
four units of group delay on the optical beam, as recited in claims 1 and 11.
